NEGRO MANIA FOR CONFISCATION. 

The Boston Journal (radical) notices 
as ‘apainful bat significant develop- 
ment, that the idea of confiscation 
should have ‘been brought out 80 
strongly’ by the negroes of the south, 
as mapifested |y their clamors for it in 
their public meetings. It observes that 
| at Richmond nearly all the black speak- 
ers advocated sucha measure with the 
hearty approval of their hearers; and 
that at other points it has required all 
the efforts of the judicious to suppress 
similar demonstrations. The Jvurna/ 
adds: ‘“‘It does not appear that in this 
matter the negroes have borrowed the 
thoughts of Thaddeus Stevens and other 
‘northern advocates ef confiscation.” 
| This “ idea of confiscation ’’ is not well 
received by the best portuou of the repub- 
lican press. Some of the republican 
journals denounce it outright and some 
‘others express a less vehement aversion 
| to it, while still some others give ita very 
equivocal and hesitating support. Too 
many of those papers, however, really 
favor the measure, and among them the 
worst aud most radical (which ere at the 
agme time not without their influence) 
are rabid in their demands for it. 
| Of course such au idea can only obtain 
among people who are reckless of con- 
sequences. As & couservalive republi- 
| cau journal remarks, confiscation is Lhe 
| equivalent of general spoliation, anarchy 
aud bloodshed. There can be no liberty 
/without order and nO order without 
ample protection for the rights of prop 
erty. Invade these rights and inculcate 
the idea that ove class shall be permit- 
ted to seize and enjoy the lauds and 
houses of abotber Cciass, and from that 
moment the south will become, another 
San Domiugo, to ead only in the exter- 
mination of either whites or blacks.’’ 
And it might be added in the geveral 
‘destruction of the south. 

The Boston Jovrna/l thinks that the 
| negroes have not boi rowed this confisca- 
‘tion idea from Thaddeus Stevens and 

other northern advocates of confiscation. 
But this opinion may be easily contested, 
| when we reffect that there are reading, 
intelligent negroes both south and 
‘porth, who are doubtless better 
posted in the utterance of such 
men as Stevens than even the ma- 
jority of, white men among Us. And 
there Bre many such agitators as * Hun- 
and other soutberao loyalists 
spotted like him, to whom this idea 
is tamiliar, and who are untiring in their 
exertions to make it practical by har- 
anguing mass of the negroes iu 
|its tavor. Hy the exertions of biack 
‘and white orators, who do take 4 
‘great deal of their inspiration from 
‘Stevens and his co-workers in in- 
‘iguity, and who would be dis- 
couraged were it not for the afd they get 
from such sources, the negroes are ib- 
flamed with tue desire to get hold of 
-houses and lands through acts of spolia- 
tion. Consider the effect of Bteyens’ 
movements, when he is allowed to hang 
over the heads of southern property 
bolders a bill of confiscation which may 
become law at any time when congress 
| can be wrought up to the required pitch 
of passion, and be made to act under one 
of those fits of frenzy to which that body, 
as now constituted, is so liable. Such 
demonstrations at the north are constant 
incentives and‘ encouragements for the 
confiscation agitators among the south- 
ern negroes. Just after the war ended, 
depraved men or visionaries, mostly from 
the north, went among the negroes, 
' telling them that they were going to have 
land parceled out among them. (‘onse- 
quently many of the negroes in some 
quarters remained idle, not being in- 


- 


others, while they hoped to enter so soon 
on the lands of their own. The impa- 
tience of some of them broke out into 
/ violent demonstrations. But they were 
after a while satisfied by such assurances 
from government authorities, as they 
were obliged to’ heed, that their expecta- 
tions were vain ones. Tuey then aband- 
oned their claims, which they would 
never have thought of setting up, had 
they not been badly advised. Just so 
pow. The negroes would pever agitate 
this confiscation question, were it not for 
the encouragement they receive from 
demonstrations at the north—-such espec- 
| ially as Thaddeus Stevens is making. In 
-eonfirmation of this statement, take such 
reporte of the doings at these Richmond 
negro gatherings as we fiud in a letter 
from the Richmond correspondent of the 
Chicago Tribune. The writer, referrivg 
to a speaker at one of these meetings, a 
mulatto of bright skin and bright parts, 
says of bim: 

This boy—for beis hardly more—introduced 
the subject of confiscation, avd pre*sed, it on 
the convention, claiming & act in accordance 
with Thad Stevens’ request te agitate the sub- 
ject, and by a harangue full oi telilug po nts 
and ery oratory working up the assembly to 
such a ferment that the leacers wt recom peiled 
to appeal to him to censent to a reference of 


bis resolution. and to promise Bim a 
id consider 


Again, the same correspondent, men- 
tioning the appearance of a stalwart 
negro, who was made ‘sergeant-at- 


eg

makes the following note of him :

The proof is clear enough that the ne- 


| groes are not acting spontaneously as the 


Boston Jvournal suggests, but under ineti- 
gations administered by such incendia- 
ries as Thaddeus Stevens, and through 
the encouragement they derive from 
congress. 

The moderate republican journal we 
have referred to is of opinion that “men 
who go about familiarizing the negroes 
with the demand for confiscation. and 
persuading them of its justice, should be 
dealt with by military commanders as 
incendiaries.’’ Such dealings with these 
agitators would not transcend the powers 


claimed for these satraps of the ‘Great 


King’’ Numbers. And should the juris- 
diction of these executors of despotic 
wer be extended to cover the district of 
Aneaster, in Pennsylvania, the resi- 
dence of Thaddeus Stevens, we might in 
e arrest and imprisonment of that 
arch-agitator bave ap example to show 
us that authority which is perfectly ar- 
bitrary occasionally exhibits a redeem- 
ing feature. 

BUSTEED immediately proceeded, after 
the remarks we have quoted, to declare 
it to be the daty of all Southern men to 
engage heart and hand in the work of 
reconstruction. He is a very fit person 
to decide what it is decent and proper 
for the people of the South to do.

We ourself are as unalterably opposed | 
to negro suffrage, a¢ any man on earth 
can be. We kiaow that it is neither for 
their good, or caer good, or the good of the 
country, that the blacks should have 
thrust upon them a privilege which they | 
are utterly anqualified to exercise. We 
do.not believe that any man who knows 
the race, by personal acquaintance with 
it in the South, and who is in favour of 
their voting, is sane. To give them that 
right, and put the destinies of States in 
their hands, is the most damnable crime 
that any part of the human race has 
ever committed. Ifthere be indeed any 
unpardonable sin, any crime astounding 
in ite magnitude, and for which the 
golden gates of heaven will be eternally 
closed against the perpetrator, it is that 
of being principal or accomplice, aider 
or abettor, under any inducement of 
profit and advantage, or any plea of 
necessity or policy, in giving the right of 
suffrage to the negro. 

Rut we have no feeling of ill-will to 
the negro. Gop forbid! Whenever his 
just rights as a freeman or citizen are in- 
vaded, we will protect and defend him, 
witbeut fee or reward. We will denounce 
any attempt to oppress him; and we 
will, for his own sake and the country’s 
together, denounce any attempt to wse 
him and mislead him, and invest bim 
with a° power that must needs destroy 
him. As to the poor miserable fvols, 
black and yellow, who think themselves 
somewhat because they are a little 
‘smarter’ than the rest of their 
race, and because it chances to be 
profitable now for Radical and Conserv- 
ative to cajole them by  biandish- 
ments and puff them up with importance 
as the supposed proprietors of negro 
votes, we simply pity them,—the shal- 
low and conceited fools. What does a 
Radical care for ‘asmart negro,’ except 
to use him? Do negroes ride in North- 
ern coaches with white men? How 
high, in the Northern States, are they 
aliowed to ascend in the social scale” 
You have no friends, except these among 
whom you have always lived, and those 
you are alienating as fast as possible, 
that you may become the special prop- 
erty of a few adventurers from the 
North, who are willing you should vote, 
as long as you will vote for THEM. 

Whether the “fancy negroes’’ of the 
city do or do not like what we say, is of 
no importance to us. We do not want 
their votes, and never shall. But it will 
be wise in them, with their new nose- 
jewel of the right to vote, to remember 


that the moths, attracted by the light, 
gencrally singe their wings. You will 
tind the right of suffrage to be the apples 
of Sodom, friends ! 


FREEDOM OF SPEEKCH. 

Every one who knows anything, 
knows that freedom of speech and of 
the press are the atmosphere in which 
liberty lives. Nothing is so odious to a 
truly free people, as that extravagance 
of tyranny which muaazles the press, and 
makes the free utterance of thought in 
speech an offence, or prevents it in ad- 
vance. 

Despotisms do not dare to tolerate free 
speech, because it is dangerous to their 
power. Thereforein France neither the 
journals or debate is free. But in our 
country, heretofore, the right to speak and 
print what@ver one may choose, subject to 
proper responsibility for the abuse of the 
right has been always deemed indispens- 
able to free government, and guaranteed 
iu the most solemn form by all our (on- 
stitutions. 

Rut now, in Virginia, a General for- 
bids a citizen to lecture on the Chivalry 
of the South, and one in Ceorgia in- 
structs the Governor of the State that 
he must not dare to advise the people 
not to engage in the dirty work of recon- 
‘struction: and in Tennessee, which la- 
bours under the hallucination that it is a 
State, the Governor says, in an address 
to the voters : 

Wherever these violent speeches are 
made, inflaming the bad passions of bad 
men, I deem it my duty to station troops, 
and shall do so, although the greatest 
imaginable freedom of the press and of 
epeech should be allowed to men of all 
parties, and the conduct of public men 
and their measures should be criticised 
without reserve. I do not conceive it to 
be the duty of the state guards to stand 
quietly by and hear any man excite the 
mob spirit by denouncing the federal and 
state goverpments—resistance to the 
courts—and the setting aside of their de- 
cisions by force or mob violence. 

But an impudent negro from some 
Northern state can claim freedom of 
speech to declare thatevery man who 
ever owned a negro ought to have his 
beart-strivgs cut out ; and retail States- 
men, like WiLson and KELLY, can 
travel over the country, inflaming and 
exasperating the negroes, and doing their 
utmost to create a war of races. The 
New York Journal of Cojimerce, 
with the villainy of the thing, fo 
says: 

“This is noteg@fRctly free speech: On 
the contrgry, it is a very un-American 


sort of proceeding. hat can be 
more ridiculous than to style this 
state of things ‘freedom’ in any 


sense of the word. It is not even 

robable that porthern politicians hold- 
pg views counter to those of Senator 
Wilson, should go down to the south and 
ajldress the people. They would un- 
doubtedly be . with summary 
proceedings. The consequence of this is 
plain. The southern country is, by mil- 
itary power, made free to only one class 
of politicians, and the first great result 
of the military reconstruction bill is to 
launch on the poor southeruers a flood o! 
men advocating one set of views, while 
their opponeuts are excluded by the mil- 
itary commanders, The south is recon- 
structed into a form of government once 
detested by the good sense uf every good 
American, and the sad spectacle is of- 
fered to the world of a ‘free people’ using 
military power for the propagandism of 
one shade of principles while it uses the 
same power to suppresa the advovacy of 
any other shade.”’ 

lt would have been in better taste for 
the Wilsons, and men of that sort, when 
they beard that Gov. Jenkins was for- 
bidden to address the people on his side 
of the question, to withdraw from their 
crusade and decline to appear as advo- 
cates of liberty which was coufined to 
themselves only. It should be mortify- 
ing to such men to find themselves 
placed in such a ridiculous position, for 
which no one can have any respect. 

The Louisville Courter says, in regard 
to these itinerante : 

We bave now ftosay that every liberty- 
loving man must regret the necessity 
the soutbero people are under of tolera- 
ting the seditious and revolutionary 
barangues of the Jacobin emissaries now 
engaged in attempting to inaugurate a 
war of races. The enforcement of cer- 
tain salutary laws of the southern states 
in the olden time would, if practicable, 
be eminently proper in the case of these 
inciters of strite, sedition and revolution. 
Shackled as the southern people are by 
the chains of an unrelenting despotism, 
all they can do is to look, with as much 
calmness as they ean sumimon to their 
aid, upon the ures taken by the 
radicals against ir peace and welfare. 
They are not even allowed the privilege 
of criticising the speeches of the yankee 
demagogues, as the interference of Cen. 
Scofield with the Richmond Times for 
its ridicule of Wilson’s speech shows. 

The radicals have destroyed freedom 
of speech and of the press at the south, 
and they will do the same thing when- 
ever and wherever they have the power. 
Those who are engaged in haranguing 
the negroes, in order to place them in’ 
antagonism to the people among whom 
they have always lived, and to whom 
they must look for employment, must 
know, for they are not fools, that they 
are thus making collisions and riots in- 
evitable, all the blame of which, they 
quite as well know, will, justly or un- 
justly, be cast upon the whites. It is not 
uncharitable te believe, as we do believe, 
that they desire that these disturbances 
should occur, in order that the total sup- 
pression of freedom of speech and of the 
press may seem to be justified, and that 
the party in favor of confiscation may be 
recruited. Foolish and rash men{cannot 
more completely play into their hands, 
than by allowing themselves to be pro- 
voked into the commission of acts of 
violence, that will bring upon the heads, 
not of themselves, but of those who 
wholly condemn their rashness, the 
most terrible consequences. 
It is true that the right of free speech 
canvot be pleaded in justification of sucb 
barangues as have been made, here and 
elsewhere, to an ignorant and unreason- 
ing race, drunk with a sudden freedom, 
and drupker still with the right of suf- 
frage, to exercire which they are totally 
unfitted. Think only of Jonn W. For- 
NEY, in his speech to a colored delega- 
tion which waited upon him just before 
be selled for Europe, saying : 
J belleve the day is coming,

te say that, he m sant to say what was it is not far distant, when, from the «tate 


of South Carolina, there will be in the 
h alls of congress a black man, abler than 
John C. Calhoun ever was, and that 
tliere will go from the state of Ken- 
tiicky, at least as able a blavk nian as 
Henry Clay.”’ 

Of course, he believes nothing of the 
kind; but he knew the mischievous 
effects of such balderdash on creatures 
whose brains are already addled by ex- 
citement, and therefore he said it. No- 
body, under any plea of the right of free 
speech, hasaright to mislead the igno- 
raat, toinflame the passions of a race in 
which the animal predominates, to en- 
deavor to array them in hostility to the 
higher race among whom they live. 
Bat we cannot help it. We must even 
let the tide have its way. There is no 
folly so great as an impotent anger. To 
interfere with one of these loquacious 
mischief-makers only makes them more 
mischievous, and infinitely increases, 
instead of diminishing, their power for 
evil. 


DESTLTUTION OF Tar 
A travelling correspondent of the Ral- 


timore Sun writes: 


‘‘ Between Montgomery and Atlanta I 
have seen ple selling their bedding 
for corn. The destitution in Alabama is 
as great now as at the surrender—daily 
rations are served to sixty thousand of 
the most needy. In addition, there are 
about 20,000 who are on the verge of dis- 
trees.

Coal and oil will thus be 
tried for the first time in exactly equal 
conditions, and the results are antici- 
pated with interest.
